Graduate  Students

Graduate  students  in  GSA&S,  CGSOM,  GSOE,  GSON,  and  GSSW  who  regis- 
ter before  August  15, 1999,  will  have  their  registration  fee  waived.  This  waiver 
only  applies  to  those  students  who  complete  their  registration  by  August  15.

The  Transcript  Office  is  open  Monday-Friday  from  8:45  A.M.  until  4:45  PM. 
There  is  no  charge  for  a  transcript. 

Registration  Procedures 

Graduate  and  undergraduate  students  register  and  drop/add  using  either  the 
U-View  Plus  system — available  from  any  computer  terminal  or  microcomputer 
with  a  network  (EagleNet)  connection  or  with  a  dialup  (modem)  connection  to 
BC's  administrative  mainframe  computer — or  the  iy-D/a/ voice-response  system. 
U-Dial  can  be  accessed  from  a  touch-tone  telephone  by  dialing  617-552-8800. 
Instructions  for  accessing  U-View  Plus  are  posted  in  the  terminal  carrels  in 
O'Neill  248  and  in  the  Student  Learning  and  Support  Center  in  O'IMeill  250.  The 
registration  systems  will  be  available  seven  days  a  week  (with  exceptions)  until 
1 1 :00  PM.  through  September  9. 

Undergraduates  can  register  at  or  after  their  appointment  times;  graduate 
students  may  register  on  or  after  April  6.  All  students  may  drop/add  any  time 
after  they  have  registered.  Drop/adds  after  September  9  must  be  approved  by  the 
appropriate  department/Dean's  Office. 

Graduate  Students 

Special  Students  who  have  not  applied  to  a  degree  program  or  who  have 
applied  but  have  not  yet  been  accepted  and  wish  to  take  graduate  level  courses 
must  apply  as  special  students  to  the  appropriate  graduate  school.  This  policy 
also  applies  to  students  who  wish  to  take  graduate  level  courses  using  teaching 


vouchers  and  have  not  applied  or  been  accepted  into  a  graduate  school  at  Boston 
College.  Those  who  have  previously  taken  courses  using  vouchers  should  contact 
the  Admission  Offices  to  be  readmitted. 

Undergraduate  Students 

Undergraduates  will  need  (1)  a  Personal  Identification  Number  (PIN)  and  (2) 
a  4-digit  registration  access  code.  The  registration  access  code  is  printed  on  the 
Registration  Information/Degree  Audit  form.  The  access  code  is  necessary  in 
order  to  register;  it  ensures  that  students  have  met  with  their  faculty  advisors,  if 
required  for  their  school  and  class  year. 

The  Registration  Information/Degree  Audit  form  also  includes  the  registration 
appointment  time  and  a  complete  Degree  Audit.  The  Degree  Audit  is  a  computer- 
ized matching  of  the  degree  requirements  for  a  student's  class  year,  school,  and 
major  with  the  courses  that  have  been  completed.  If  the  Degree  Audit  is  not  accu- 
rate, students  should  make  an  appointment  to  see  their  Recorder.  The  Recorder's 
name,  telephone  number,  and  E-Mail  address  are  listed  on  the  Registration 
Information/Degree  Audit  form. 

Undergraduates  have  been  assigned  a  registration  appointment  time  based 
on  class  year.  Appointments  are  scheduled  from  8:00  A.M.  to  5:00  P.M.  and 
should  not  conflict  with  course  schedules.  Since  the  appointment  time  is  stored 
on  the  computer,  undergraduates  may  not  register  before  their  appointment, 
although  they  may  register  any  time  thereafter. 

Registration  Information 

Advising 

Undergraduates  must  schedule  an  appointment  with  an  advisor  to  review 
course  selections.  Students  can  check  their  records  on  iy-l//ei4/for  their  advisor's 
name.  iy-l/Zeu/ machines  are  located  in  Lyons  foyer,  O'Neill  Library,  McGuinn 
lobby.  Lower  Campus  Dining  Hall  or  McElroy.  If  you  are  acting  as  a  proxy  for  a 
student  who  is  in  an  International  Study  program  take  the  proxy  form  to  Lyons 
1 01 ,  where  you  can  pick  up  the  student's  registration  material  and  register  for 
him  or  her.  CSOM  students  should  reference  their  school's  advising  Web  site  at 
http://www.bc.edu/csomadvice.html  before  registering  for  courses. 

Course  Descriptions 

Access  the  Office  of  Student  Services'  Web  site  for  course  descriptions  at  the 
following  address:  http://www.bc.edu/courses.  Use  the  Schedule  of  Courses  on 
the  Web  to  determine  the  index  and  section  numbers,  and  the  meeting  time  of 
each  course. 

You  may  also  browse  courses  on  U-Vlew  Plus  by  using  the  "C"  option,  which 
will  access  both  fall  and  spring  semester  courses,  or  search  for  courses  by 
instructor  name,  by  course  title,  and  by  open  courses  (not  closed  or  canceled). 

Course  Restrictions/Closed  Courses 

An  asterisk  (*)  next  to  a  course  indicates  a  restriction.  The  specific  restriction 
is  printed  underneath  the  course.  Courses  may  be  restricted  by  school  (e.g..  For 
Education  Only),  by  degree  (e.g..  For  Doctoral  Students  Only),  or  by  major  (e.g.. 
For  Economics  Majors  Only).  Other  courses,  or  sections  of  courses,  may  be  held 
by  the  department  so  that  they  are  unavailable  during  certain  periods  of  registra- 
tion. Some  courses  (including  all  graduate  courses)  may  be  available  to 
undergraduates  with  department  permission  only. 

Note:  If  you  are  planning  to  change  your  major,  be  sure  to  check  the  General 
Information  section  for  instructions. 

Overrides 

in  exceptional  cases,  a  department  may  decide  to  override  a  course  restric- 
tion. If  you  wish  to  obtain  an  override  for  a  course  that  was  closed  or  restricted 
when  you  registered,  see  the  department.  If  the  department  chairperson  or  assis- 
tant decides  to  allow  you  to  register  for  the  course,  he  or  she  will  give  you  an 
Approval/Override  iorm.  The  form  must  be  stamped  in  the  appropriate  section: 
Open/Restricted  oyernties  school,  major,  degree  and  department  restrictions; 
Override  for  a  Closed  Course  overrides  all  restrictions  and  size  limits  for  closed 
courses.  In  rare  cases  you  may  need  to  obtain  permission  to  override  a  corequi- 
site  or  to  register  for  two  courses  that  conflict  in  time.  In  those  cases  the 
Approval  for  Time  Conflict  must  be  signed. 
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If  you  obtain  an  override  for  a  restricted  or  closed  course  take  the  form  to 
Lyons  101  after  you  have  registered.  You  cannot  process  overrides  through  U- 
Dlalor  U- View  Plus. 

Students  in  A&S,  CSOM,  and  SON,  who  maintain  a  3.00  GPA,  may  add  a 
sixth  course  on-line  (up  to  20  credits)  during  the  first  week  of  classes. 

Registration  Holds 

If  you  have  an  outstanding  balance  on  your  student  account,  are  missing  a 
transcript  from  a  university  you  attended  previously,  or  have  failed  to  submit 
proof  of  immunization  to  the  Health  Services  Office,  a  hold  may  be  placed  on 
your  registration.  If  a  registration  hold  message  appears  on  the  screen,  you  must 
see  the  appropriate  office  to  resolve  the  situation  before  you  can  register. 

Immunization  Requirement 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  requires  that  all  full-time  college  stu- 
dents show  proof  of  immunization  against  measles  (2  doses),  mumps,  rubella, 
diphtheria,  tetanus  and  tuberculosis  (tuberculosis  test  within  the  past  2  years).  If 
you  have  not  submitted  the  Immunization  Verification  form  you  must  do  so 
before  registering.  Students  who  fail  to  provide  proof  of  immunization  prior  to 
registering  for  their  second  semester  at  Boston  College  will  not  be  permitted  to 
register.  To  obtain  an  Immunization  Verification  form  contact  Health  Services  at 
617-552-3225  in  Cushing  Hall. 

Students  whose  personal  religious  beliefs  forbid  immunization  or  who  can 
provide  physician's  documentation  that  immunizations  should  not  be  given 
because  of  pre-existing  medical  problems  should  contact  Health  Services. 

Massachusetts  Medical  Insurance 

Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  Law  has  mandated  that  all  students,  grad- 
uate and  undergraduate,  taking  at  least  75  percent  of  full-time  credit  hours  must 
be  covered  by  medical  insurance  providing  a  specified  minimum  coverage. 
Determination  of  whether  or  not  a  graduate  student  is  required  to  enroll  in  the 
insurance  program  is  based  strictly  on  the  actual  number  of  credits  for  which  the 
student  is  registered  each  semester.  Graduate  students  in  the  Schools  of  Social 
Work,  Management,  and  Advancing  Studies  who  register  for  9  or  more  credits 
are  considered  75  percent  of  full-time.  Graduate  students  in  the  Schools  of  Arts 
and  Sciences,  Nursing  and  Education  who  register  for  7  or  more  credits  are  con- 
sidered 75  percent  of  full-time. 

Boston  College  will  offer  all  students — graduate  and  undergraduate — the 
option  of  participating  in  the  plan  offered  at  the  University  or  submitting  a  waiver. 
The  details  of  the  University's  Insurance  plan  are  available  on  the  iy-l//ei4/ system 
or  on  the  World  Wide  Web  at  agora.bc.edu.  Students  may  waive  the  BC  insurance 
plan  by  completing  the  electronic  waiver  form  on  U-Vlewor  on  the  World  Wide 
Web.  Students  under  the  age  of  1 8  are  required  to  submit  a  written  waiver  form 
with  the  signature  of  their  parent/guardian.  This  form  is  available  for  download  on 
the  Web  at  www.bc.edu/studentservices.  The  waiver  must  be  completed  and 
submitted  by  October  8, 1 999,  for  the  fall  semester  and  by  February  1 1 ,  2000,  for 
spring  semester.  Students  who  do  not  complete  a  waiver  by  the  due  dates  will  be 
enrolled  and  billed  for  the  BC  plan. 

Students  registering  for  less  than  75  percent  of  a  full-time  course  load  who 
wish  to  enroll  in  the  insurance  plan  must  be  in  a  degree-granting  program.  Such 
students  enroll  directly  with  the  insurance  company  using  the  part-time  enroll- 
ment form  available  at  the  Boston  College  Health  Services  department  in  Cushing 
Hal,  at  Walter  W.  Sussenguth  and  Associates  or  on  the  Web.  The  coverage 
becomes  effective  upon  receipt  of  the  application  and  payment  by  the  insurer  if 
received  after  the  due  dates  above. 

Note:  For  insurance  purposes  students  registered  for  0  credits  (e.g..  Doctoral 
Continuation,  Interim  Study)  are  considered  part-time  and  must  enroll  directly 
with  the  insurance  company.  If  you  have  questions  concerning  student  enroll- 
ment, waivers  or  billing  contact  the  Office  of  Student  Services  at  617-552-3300. 

Billing  Information 

Tuition  and  fees  for  undergraduates  are  due  by  August  15.  Restrictions  will 
be  placed  on  any  account  not  resolved  by  the  due  dates.  These  restrictions 
include  denied  access  to  Housing  and  the  Athletic  Complex,  use  of  the  Meal  Plan, 
and  the  ability  to  drop  and  add  courses  and  to  cash  checks  at  the  Cashier's  Office. 
In  severe  cases,  students  will  be  withdrawn  from  the  University.  In  addition,  a 


$100  late  payment  fee  will  be  assessed  on  any  account  that  is  not  resolved  by  the 
due  dates.  There  will  be  absolutely  no  registration  or  confirmation  of  registration 
allowed  after  October  30, 1999. 

Scholarship  holders  are  not  exempt  from  payment  of  registration,  acceptance 
fees,  insurance  and  miscellaneous  fees  at  the  time  prescribed. 

Tuition  and  fees  for  the  Graduate  Schools  of  Management,  Arts  and  Sciences, 
Education,  Nursing,  and  Social  Work  are  billed  on  August  15.  Payment  is  due  on 
September  15.  All  students  should  be  registered  by  August  15. 

The  tuition  in  the  Law  School  is  due  by  August  15. 

Visa  and  Mastercard  are  accepted  for  payment  of  tuition  and  fees.  The  auto- 
mated payment  system  may  be  reached  by  calling  800-324-2297  or 
617-552-0700.  This  system  is  available  seven  (7)  days  a  week  excluding  holidays 
from  8:30  A.M.  to  11:00  P.M.  (EST)  Please  note:  If  a  student  is  entitled  to  a 
refund  due  to  withdrawal  or  overpayment  and  his/her  account  was  paid  by  a  cred- 
it card,  a  credit  to  that  card  will  be  made  in  lieu  of  a  refund  check.

•  Notice  of  withdrawal  must  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Dean  of  the  student's 
school. 

•  The  date  of  receipt  of  written  notice  of  withdrawal  by  the  Dean's  Office 
determines  the  amount  of  tuition  cancelled. 

The  cancellation  schedule  that  follows  will  apply  to  students  withdrawing  vol- 
untarily, as  well  as  to  students  who  are  dismissed  from  the  University  for 
academic  or  disciplinary  reasons. 

Undergraduate  Refund  Schedule

During  the  fall  of  1998,  Boston  College  enrolled  8,925  undergraduates,  931 
College  of  Advancing  Studies  students  and  4,840  graduate  students. 

Of  freshmen  who  first  enrolled  at  Boston  College  in  the  fall  of  1992,  85.5% 
percent  had  completed  their  degree  by  1998  and  4.1%  had  chosen  to  continue 
their  studies  elsewhere.  The  combined  retention  rate  for  this  entering  class  is 
90%.  Of  the  graduates,  95%  earned  their  degrees  within  four  years.

Alternatively,  students  may 
choose  to  concentrate  on  faith,  peace,  and  justice  concerns  within  their  major 
field.  In  either  case  the  same  pattern  applies,  (i.e.,  an  introductory  course,  UN 
160  The  Challenge  of  Justice,  four  intermediate  courses  taken  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Director,  and  finally,  UN  590  the  Senior  Seminar  Project). 

Campus  events  include  speakers,  religious  ceremonies,  and  student-faculty 
conferences  and  less  formal  exchanges  on  issues  of  faith,  peace,  and  justice. 
Special  activities  for  participants  of  the  Program  include  retreats,  service  days, 
lectures,  discussions  and  socials.

PULSE  Program 

The  PULSE  Program  provides  students  with  the  opportunity  to  explore  ques- 
tions of  philosophy,  theology  and  other  disciplines  in  courses  which  incorporate 
field  work  experience  in  one  of  Boston's  many  social  service  organizations. 
Through  the  combination  of  academic  reflection  and  community  service,  students 
are  provided  with  a  framework  for  understanding  the  intimate  relationship 
between  theory  and  practice. 

Enrollment  in  the  course  Person  and  Social  Responsibility  is  one  of  the 
options  for  fulfilling  the  Core  requirement  in  Philosophy  and  Theology.  In  light  of 
classic  philosophical  and  theological  texts,  social  science,  fiction,  and  poetry, 
PULSE  students  address  topics  such  as  the  relationship  of  self  and  society,  the 
nature  of  community,  the  mystery  of  suffering  and  the  practical  difficulties  of 
developing  a  just  society,  urbanism,  homelessness  and  alienation.  PULSE  stu- 
dents are  challenged  to  investigate  the  insights  offered  by  their  readings  in 
relation  to  their  service  work.  Enrollment  in  the  core  level  PULSE  course  is  limited 
to  freshmen,  sophomores,  and  juniors.  Spots  in  the  course  are  very  limited  and 
are  allocated  on  a  first-come  first  served  basis. 

For  those  students  who  want  to  continue  their  experience  with  the  PULSE 
program  or  who  were  unable  to  enroll  in  the  Core  level  class,  several  elective 
courses  are  offered.  A  philosophy  and  English  course  entitled  Stories  and  Service 


looks  at  topics  such  as  urbanism,  homelessness,  and  alienation  through  texts  by 
social  scientists,  novelists,  philosophers,  and  poets.  Other  PULSE  elective  course 
titles  are  Values  In  Social  Service  and  Health  Care  and  Boston:  An  Urban  Analysis. 
All  PULSE  courses  require  a  ten  to  twelve  hour  per  week  commitment  to  ser- 
vice. Carefully  selected  field  placements  in  youth  work,  the  correctional  system, 
emergency  shelters,  AIDS  and  HIV  services,  legal  and  community  advocacy,  and 
literacy  programs  become  the  context  in  which  students  forge  a  critical  and  com- 
passionate perspective  both  on  society  and  on  themselves. 

University  Capstone  Courses 

Reserved  for  seniors  and  second-semester  juniors  only,  the  Capstone  pro- 
gram is  designed  to  cap  off  college  by  facing  the  questions  of  life  after 
graduation.  The  Capstone  Seminars  (UN  500-525)  directly  address  the  hopes  and 
anxieties  that  seniors  face  but  seldom  find  treated  in  traditional  courses.  They 
relate  the  life  and  learning  of  the  past  four  years  to  the  life  and  learning  ahead. 
The  Capstone  Seminars  take  seriously  the  struggle  to  integrate  four  crucial  areas 
of  life:  work,  relationships,  free  time,  and  the  search  for  the  purpose  of  existence. 

Ask  some  inevitable  questions  now,  not  later.  How  did  my  education  prepare 
me  to  live?  With  everything  I  want  to  do,  what  will  I  have  to  compromise?  How 
can  I  balance  my  career  and  my  family?  Can  I  find  work  with  a  higher  meaning 
than  my  income? 
Special  features  of  the  course: 

•  Faculty  from  various  departments 

•  Each  section  limited  to  15-20 

•  Class  meetings  held  in  leisurely,  informal  settings 

•  Innovative  teaching  methods,  such  as  keeping  a  journal,  interdisciplinary 
reading,  guest  speakers  from  professional  life 

•  Capstone  Seminars  satisfy  major  requirements  in  certain  departments. 
To  register  for  a  Capstone  Seminar 

You  must  be  a  senior  or  a  second-semester  junior  to  take  the  course. 

Different  Capstone  Seminars  will  be  offered  each  semester.  All  Seminars  are 
interdisciplinary:  you  may  register  for  any  one  of  the  Seminars  as  a  University 
(UN)  course.  If  you  find  a  particular  Seminar  closed,  try  to  register  under  the 
cross-listed  number  (e.g.,  if  UN  523  is  closed,  try  to  register  for  the  class  as  TH 
523,  and  vice  versa).  The  Seminar  can  count  as  an  elective  for  all  students.  For 
majors  in  English,  Philosophy,  and  Theology,  it  can  satisfy  the  major  require- 
ments if  the  student  takes  a  seminar  as  cross-listed  in  the  department  of  his/her 
major.  Students  are  reminded  that  several  Capstone  seminars  are  cross-listed, 
both  as  University  courses  with  a  UN  number  and  also  as  courses  in  the  depart- 
ment of  the  professor  offering  the  course.  In  case  a  course  is  closed  be  sure  to 
check  whether  there  is  space  under  its  cross-listed  number. 

Students  must  also  understand  the  following  rule: 

NB:  No  student  may  take  more  than  one  Capstone  seminar  during  his/her 
undergraduate  years.  Thus,  you  may  not  take  two  Capstone  courses  in  one 
semester  or  in  two  different  semesters.  This  is  true  whether  the  course  is  listed 
under  a  UN  number  or  as  course  in  a  specific  department.  If  a  second  Capstone 
course  appears  on  your  record,  it  will  be  removed.  This  could  make  you  ineligible 
for  graduation. 

Graduate  Summer  Sessions 

Graduate  students  are  able  to  register  on-line  (U-Dlal  or  U-Vlew  Plus)  for 
graduate  summer  courses  any  time  on  or  after  April  6.  The  registration  deadline 
for  each  course  is  11:00  P.M.  on  the  first  scheduled  class  meeting.  To  register 
after  the  deadline  follow  the  Summer  Late  Registration  procedures  listed  below. 

New  Students 

Anyone  wishing  to  take  graduate  level  courses  during  the  summer  must  first 
be  accepted  either  as  a  special  student  or  as  a  degree  student.  Contact  the  appro- 
riate  Admission  Office  for  application  procedures. 

Special  students  will  be  able  to  register  upon  acceptance.  To  complete  the 
registration  process  go  Lyons  101  to  obtain  an  Eagle-One  Card  (ID),  a  Personal 
Identification  Number  (PIN),  and/or  parking  permit.  Students  will  not  be  able  to 
register  without  a  PIN. 

Summer  Late  Registration  Procedure 

To  register  for  a  course(s)  after  the  registration  deadline  follow  the  steps  list- 
ed below:

Summer  Course  Drops  and  Withdrawals 

If  you  need  to  drop  a  course(s),  you  will  receive  a  100%  refund  of  tuition  if 
you  process  the  course  drop  on  U-Vlew  Plusor  U-Dlal  by  11:00  RM.  on  the  first 
class  day  or  through  your  Dean's  Office  up  until  the  second  class  day. 

To  withdraw  from  a  course  go  to  your  Associate  Dean's  Office.  If  you  are  enti- 
tled to  a  refund  of  tuition,  the  appropriate  refund  will  be  issued  by  the  Office  of 
Student  Services. 

If  you  withdraw  after  the  second  class  day  the  course  will  be  listed  as  a  with- 
drawal on  your  transcript  and  no  refund  will  be  issued. 

Audits 

Register  for  the  course  you  wish  to  audit  through  U-Vlew  Plus  or  U-Dlal. 

If  you  registered  for  a  course  as  an  audit  you  will  receive  a  100%  refund  of 
tuition  if  you  drop  the  audit  by  the  first  day  of  class.

(Summer:  3) 

June  29-Aug  5 
T  TH  6:45-8:45  RM. 

Forecasting  the  future  is  a  billion  dollar  industry.  People  and  organizations 
cannot  function  without  thinking  of  the  future.  The  new  millennium  and  pace  of 
change  prompts  questions  about  the  modern  technological/industrial  global 
economy  and  the  accuracy  of  predictive  efforts.  In  an  interdisciplinary  critical 
manner  the  course  explores  four  areas  in  which  people  try  to  foresee,  describe, 
and  control  the  future:  technology/science,  literature,  religion,  psychology.  The 
course  examines  issues  of  prediction  and  related  content  areas,  develops  skills  in 
critical  analysis  and  assessment  of  claims  of  prediction  and  discusses  the  differ- 
ences between  prediction  and  vision.  It  explores  different  methodologies  for 
authoring  information  (internet  and  traditional  paper  resources),  examining 
sources  and  comparing  rival  evidence  so  students  will  better  anticipate  and  pre- 
pare for  successful  professional  and  personal  futures.

EH  840.01  Contemporary  American  Fiction 

May  17- June  23 
TTH  6:30-9 

This  course  engages  novels  and  short  stories  published  since  1960.  Of  par- 
ticular interest  will  be  defining  the  characteristics  and  exploring  the  relationship 
(if  any)  between  two  differing  strands  or  traditions  of  writing  in  the  period:  the

authors  as  Kurt  Vonnegut,  John  Edgar  Wideman,  Toni  Morrison,  Lois  Ann 
Yamanaka,  Philip  Roth,  and  Louise  Erdrich.  Writing  consists  of  a  series  of  short 
(1000  word)  papers  and  a  final  exam.

EN  895.01  Gender  Studies/Queer  Theory 

June  28- August  4 
TTH  6:30-9 

This  course  will  cover  readings,  both  in  article  and  book  form,  in  gender 
studies  and  queer  theory  taken  separately,  as  well  as  on  their  complicated,  and  in 
some  respects,  troubled  relationship.  Even  as  the  two  topics  of  the  course  title 
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share  political  concerns  and  have  similar  academic  foundations,  they  can  also 
seem  alienated  from,  if  not  hostile  toward,  each  other.  We  will  read  works  by  writ- 
ers such  as  Susan  Bordo,  Chandra  Talpade  Mohanty,  Cherrie  Moraga,  Gayle 
Rubin,  Eve  Sedgwick,  Judith  Butler,  Biddy  Martin,  David  Halperin,  Leo  Bersani, 
and  possibly  Freud  and  Foucault  (one  of  his  first  two  volumes  of  7776  History  of 
Sexuality  would  be  appropriate).  One  or  two  films  (e.g.,  Paris  is  Burning, 
Watermeion  Woman)  may  also  be  analyzed.  We  will  make  substantial  use  of  the 
collection  Feminism  Meets  Queer  Ttieory  and  some  use  of  Gender/Body/ 
Knowiedge  and  Feminist  Studies/Criticai  Studies  (ed.  Teresa  de  Lauretis).  The 
terms  "gender"  and  "queer"  will  be  examined;  theory  will  be  contextualized  his- 
torically wherever  possible.  Probably  one  short  and  one  long  formal  paper 
analyzing  some  aspect  (of  the  student's  choice)  of  the  course  material  will  be 
assigned;  writing  itself  will  be  one  of  our  emphases.  Although  I  will  begin  the 
course  by  laying  out  necessary  information,  issues,  and  theoretical  terms,  our 
primary  classroom  mode  will  be  discussion.

No  field  in  American  history  has  been  more  dynamic  and  more  debated  than 
the  history  of  slavery  in  the  United  States.  This  course  covers  a  broad  range  of 
critical  questions  and  historical  debates  about  slavery  in  the  United  States, 
including  the  diversity  of  slave  labor,  the  evolution  of  slavery  overtime,  slavery 
and  gender  roles,  slave  families,  slave  resistance,  the  position  of  free  blacks  in  a 
slave  society,  slave  religion,  and  the  impact  of  slavery  on  the  nation.  From  a  few 
of  the  classic  texts  on  slavery  to  the  most  recent  and  acclaimed  scholarship,  we 
will  explore  some  of  the  more  controversial,  innovative,  and  provocative  works  in 
the  field.

Session  One

Morning  courses  8:30-11:45  A.M. 

JH  480.01  Ciiurcti  (2  credits) 

The  course  provides  an  introductory  survey  of  issues  in  the  field  of  ecclesiol- 
ogy  through  a  reading  of  classic  texts  in  the  field.  The  careful  reading  and 
discussion  of  these  texts  is  central  to  the  course.  We  begin  with  texts  which, 
while  not  themselves  specifically  ecclesiological,  become  loci  communes  once 
the  field  developed.  We  then  turn  to  the  study  of  ecclesiology  proper,  i.e.,  ecclesi- 
ology  as  a  field  within  systematic  or  doctrinal  theology.

TH  492.01  Propliets  and  Mystics  (2  credits) 

This  course  will  examine  significant  twentieth  century  attempts  to  relate  faith, 
spirituality,  and  religious  convictions  to  issues  of  social,  political,  and  economic 
justice,  to  violence  and  conflict  resolution,  and  to  other  vital  moral  and  social 
questions  of  our  age.  Some  of  our  questions  include:  What  is  the  relation 
between  religion  and  compassion?

Is  religion  a  support  or  an  obstacle 
to  freedom  and  human  dignity?  Is  violence  ever  a  legitimate  way  to  express  one's 
moral  or  religious  convictions,  or  does  love  for  God  always  require  us  to  be  non- 
violent?

TH  621.01  Educating  for  Life:  A  Spirituai  Vision  for  Every 
l\^inister,  Educator  and  Parent  (2  credits) 

This  course  proposes  spiritual  foundations  for  the  work  of  religious  educa- 
tors, pastoral  ministers,  and  parents.

IH  905.01  and  TH  906.01  Jubiiee  and  tlie  Responsibie  Life: 
Ethicai  Inquiry  and  Pastorai  Practice  (1  credit  for  each  weeic) 

The  first  half  of  this  course  deals  with  the  five  biblical  traditions  of  the 
Jubilee:  letting  the  land  lie  fallow,  freedom,  forgiveness,  justice,  and  celebration. 
We  will  relate  these  traditions  to  issues  of  moral  responsibility  in  the  present.  The 
second  half  of  the  course  will  address  ministerial  and  educational  issues  and 
practices  flowing  from  the  Jubilee.

During  the  academic  year,  in  addition  to  field  experience  of  approximately  12-

PL  453.01  Gandhi,  Technology,  and  Society 

Mahatma  Gandhi  is  well  known  as  a  freedom  fighter  for  India's  independence. 
But  his  deep  concern  regarding  the  impact  of  technology  and  industrialization  on 
the  social  fabric  is  perhaps  not  as  well  known.  Moreover,  his  analysis  of  the 
effects  of  machine  on  the  society  was  not  provincial — limited  to  what  is  some- 
times called  "the  third  world" — but  universal.  In  this  course,  we  will  examine 
Gandhian  thought  through  his  own  writings,  and  explicate  their  relevance  to  the 
contemporary — modern  and  post-modern — society.  We  will  also  examine  certain 
selections  from  the  classical  as  well  as  contemporary  literature  on  the  philosophy 
of  technology.  This  will  help  us  to  understand  fully  Gandhi's  integrated  vision  of 
the  citizen  not  only  as  a  reflective  but  also  as  an  active  individual.

PL  494  Philosophy  of  Thomas  Hobbes 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  understand  the  thought  of  Thomas  Hobbes,  who 
articulates  key  assumptions  of  the  modern  consciousness  with  unusual  force  and 
clarity.  We  will  spend  two  or  three  weeks  preparing  to  read  Hobbes:  first,  by  con- 
sidering some  passages  from  Aristotle  and  Aquinas,  who  crystallize  forms  of 
thought  that  Hobbes  intends  to  bury;  second,  by  reviewing  themes  from 
Machiavelli  and  Grotius,  two  authors  who  lay  the  foundation  upon  which  Hobbes 
will  build.  We  will  then  turn  to  the  first  systematic  presentation  of  Hobbes's  phi- 
losophy in  the  Elements  of  Law.  A  relatively  quick  reading  of  the  Elements  m\\  be 
followed  by  a  close  examination  of  Leviathan,  the  work  in  which  Hobbes  sum- 
mons all  his  powers  of  reason  and  eloquence  to  convince  the  reader  that  he  has 
discovered  a  rationally  compelling  approach  to  ethics  and  politics.

SC  024  Gender  and  Society  (Spring:  3) 

This  course  explores  the  formation,  experience  and  change  of  women  and 
men's  social  lives  in  history.  Its  topics  include  (1)  gendered  differences  in  the 
organization  of  power,  kinship,  economic  well-being,  race,  national  identity,  and 
ethnicity,  religion,  sexuality,  and  culture;  (2)  socialization  into  masculine  and  fem- 
inine social  roles;  (3)  the  impact  of  global  economic  and  tecnological  change  on 
social  constructions  of  gender;  (4)  gender,  popular  culture  and  the  mass  media;

UN  524  Discoveries  of  Self  and  the  World 

Cross  listed  with  RL  200

discussing  their  own  adventure.  Since  our  class  will  consist  of  students  who 
have  been  in  many  different  countries  and  societies  around  the  world,  the  ideas 
generated  promise  to  be  diverse  and  challenging. 


We  will  look  at  concepts  concerning  work,  citizenship,  relationships,  and 
spirituality.  Our  focus  will  be  on  questions  of  dislocation,  growth  and  the  call  to 
maturity.  We  will  draw  on  literary  texts,  with  particular  emphasis  on  travel  litera- 
ture and  poetry,  essay,  fiction,  film/drama  and  culture  theory.  To  highlight  issues 
of  interpretation  and  representation,  our  course  is  organized  in  a  series  of  themes 
and  counterpoints  opposing  pre-twentieth  century  with  contemporary  thoughts. 

There  will  be  four  major  written  assignments.  The  first  assignment  will  be  a 
short  reflection  paper  (5-6  pages)  that  addresses  the  experience  of  being  a  stu- 
dent in  the  country  visited  and  a  personal  reflection  on  the  culture  of  that  country. 
The  second  assignment  will  be  to  conduct  an  interview  with  an  adult  from  anoth- 
er country  who  lives  here — an  interview  that  might  address  such  questions 
intercultural  marriage,  spiritual  practice,  or  a  profession  that  involves  internation- 
al travel  expertise.  The  interview  will  be  the  basis  of  a  second  short  essay  (5-6 
pages).  The  third  assignment  will  be  an  original  piece  of  writing  (poem,  essay, 
short  story,  dramatic  scene  that  has  been  inspired  by  the  experience  abroad  and 
the  readings  of  the  semester.  There  will  be  a  final  essay  exam.

Final  Exam  Information 

All  courses  have  scheduled  exam  times  determined  by  the  starting  time  ot  the 
course.  The  listing  above  shows  standard  class  meeting  time  exam  assignments  for 
undergraduate  courses.  In  general,  common  exams  are  held  at  4  pm.  If  a  course  does  not 
fit  exactly  into  a  module,  it  assumes  the  module  corresponding  to  the  closest  class  meet- 
ing time.  For  example,  a  class  meeting  T  TH  1 1  is  assigned  module  1 0  (T  TH  1 0:30*).  In 
situations  where  the  non-standard  time  falls  halfway  between  two  modules,  use  the  mod- 
ule for  the  later  time.  For  example,  a  class  meeting  M  W  F  9:30  is  assigned  module  03  (M 
WF10). 

All  graduate  courses  meeting  once  a  week  and  undergraduate  courses  that  start  at 
4:00  pm  or  later  and  meet  once  a  week  will  have  final  exams  on  the  first  regular  class  day 
that  occurs  during  the  exam  week.  All  graduate  courses  meeting  more  than  once  a  week 
and  undergraduate  courses  that  start  at  4:00  pm  or  later  and  meet  more  than  once  a 
week  will  have  final  exams  on  the  class  day  that  is  earliest  in  the  calendar  week.  For 
example,  the  final  exam  for  a  T  TH  4pm  class  would  be  held  Tuesday  at  4pm.  Exams  will 
be  held  at  the  usual  class  meeting  time  and  location  unless  otherwise  posted  on  the  exam 
schedule. 

The  meeting  place  for  each  exam,  and  exceptions  or  changes  to  the  schedule  will  be 
posted  outside  the  Office  of  Student  Services,  Lyons  1 01 ,  one  week  prior  to  the  exam 
period.  Exam  information  is  also  available  on  U-View. 

If  there  is  a  storm  during  the  examination  period,  there  is  the  expectation  that 
exams  will  be  held  as  scheduled.  In  the  very  rare  instance  that  the  exam  schedule  is 
delayed  or  postponed  due  to  inclement  weather  or  other  emergency  situations,  the

If  a  stu- 
dent has  three  exams  scheduled  in  one  day  and  one  of  these  is  a  common  exam,  it  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  instructor  holding  the  common  exam  to  give  a  make-up  exam.  If  a 
student  has  three  regularly  scheduled  exams  (this  can  happen  if  the  student  is  taking  a 
course  that  meets  at  4:00  pm  or  later),  the  instructor  teaching  the  course  outside  of  the 
standard  time  blocks  (8  am-3  pm)  should  provide  a  make-up  exam.  In  addition,  if  a  stu- 
dent has  a  conflict  between  a  common  exam  and  a  regularly  scheduled  late  afternoon  or 
evening  course  exam,  the  responsibility  for  a  make-up  lies  with  the  instructor  offering  the 
common  exam.

Modem  Setup 


In  your  communications  pacl<age,  set  your  modem  speed  to  the  speed  rated  for 
your  modem.  The  other  settings  remain  the  same:  8  bits,  no  parity,  hardware 
handshal<e  or  flow  control.  Error  correction  should  be  turned  off. 


Logging  On 


Use  your  communications  software  (Mac  Terminal,  ZTerm,  Reflection, 
ProComm,  YTerm,  e.g.)  to  dial  the  modem  pool  number  appropriate  for  your 
modem:  552  3020  for  2400  bps  or  LESS,  552  0999  for  4800  or  GREATER.  Long 
Distance  dial:  1  617  552  3020  (or  1  617  552  0999).  Use  SPACES  to  separate  the 
numbers! 

You  should  see  CONNECT  2400/REL  (speed  varies  by  modem).  You  MAY  have  to 
press  <RETURN>  several  times  to  establish  a  connection.  Then  you  will  see 
Servername  for  Quest/^-l//eu/is  BCVMCMS. 

Press  the  <ENTER>or  <RETURN>  once  or  twice  and  you  will  see  Enter 
Username>.  Enter  your  BC  username  and  press  <RETURN>. 

You  will  see  the  prompt  Type  "C"  Servername>.  For  U-View  or  Quest,  type  c 
then  a  space  then  BCVMCMS.  NOTE:  Typing  6100  and  8400  will  NOT  work. 

Press  <RETURN>.  On  the  blank  line  under  Please  enter  a  terminal  id;  prompt, 
type  1  for  VT100,  unless  you  know  that  your  machine  is  otherwise. 

The  BC  screen  will  appear.  Type  your  username  on  the  Enter  your  Username, 
Eagle  Number...:  prompt  and  press  <RETURN>.  (You  can  use  any  of  the  listed 
options.) 

Tab  once  and  type  your  PIN  (Personal  Identification  Number)  on  the  Enter  Your 
PIN  Number:  prompt  and  press  <RETURN>. 

You  are  now  at  the  APPLICATION  MENU  screen  of  UIS.  Select  the  application  you 
wish  to  use  (e.g.,  UIS,  QUEST)  and  type  its  corresponding  number  on  the  SELEC- 
TION=>  prompt  and  press  <RETURN>.  (For  U-View,  type  1  for  the  UIS  system.) 

You  are  now  at  the  System  menu  for  UIS.  Your  options  will  vary.  Type  the  num- 
ber for  U-View  (or  other  service)  on  the  ENTER  SELECTION  line  and  press 
<RETURN>. 


Logging  Off 


If  you  are  using  UIS  mail,  return  to  its  main  menu.  Type  L  on  the  ENTER  YOUR 
CHOICEE  line  and  press  <RETURN>. 

If  you  are  using  U-Buy,  return  to  its  main  menu.  Type  L  on  the  TYPE  SELECTION 
HERE...>  line  and  press  <RETURN>. 

If  you  are  using  U-View,  return  to  its  main  menu.  Type  L  on  the  TYPE  SELECTION 
HERE...>  line  and  press  <RETURN>. 

The  APPLICATION  MENU  screen  will  appear.  Type  L  on  the  SELECTION=>  line 
and  press  <RETURN>. 

You  are  now  at  the  BC  screen.  Type  Y  on  the  Enter  "Y"  to  disconnect:  prompt  and 
press  <RETURN>. 

At  the  Type  "C"  Servername>  prompt,  type  log  to  disconnect. 

"C"  option  on  U-View  Pius  (View  Courses)  can  now  access  both  fall  and  spring 
courses.

TO  ADD  AND  DROP  A  COURSE:  If  you  wish  to  drop  one  course  and  then  add  one 
course,  press  3  when  prompted  to  do  so  and  follow  the  instructions  at  each 
prompt  until  the  drop/add  transaction  is  completed.  This  transaction  will  not 
complete  the  drop  uniessyou  successfully  add  one  course  in  its  place;  therefore, 
you  shouldn"t  worry  when  the  drop  transaction  appears  not  to  have  gone 
through.  This  transaction  should  be  used  if  you  are  changing  the  corequisite  for 
a  course  (a  lab  or  a  discussion  group). 

TO  CHECK  THE  STATUS  OF  A  COURSE:  If  you  wish  to  check  quickly  to  see  if  a  particular 


course  is  open,  press  4  when  prompted  to  do  so.  Then  follow  the  instructions  to 
check  the  status  of  the  course. 

TO  LIST  courses:  Press  5  to  hear  the  courses  you  are  currently  registered  for  or  to 
confirm  your  transaction(s). 

TO  END  call:  Press  9  to  disconnect  from  the  Voice  Response  Unit.  Be  sure  to  lis- 
ten carefully  to  instructions  as  you  proceed  with  any  transaction.  If  you  make  a 
mistake  at  any  time,  press  *  to  start  over.

•  NOTE:  The  programs  TNVT  and  TN3270  use  the  same  dialogs,  so  if  you  save 
a  session  in  TNVT  and  then  open  TN3270,  you  will  see  it  in  the  Sessions 
Available  box  as  well. 

•  Click  on  the  Cancel  button.  You  will  now  see  a  blank  screen.  Choose  New... 
from  the  Session  menu  at  the  top  of  your  screen.
